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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 11-1 
inhibitor. The species are independent or distinct because these are different 
molecules with different structures; success with one does not guarantee success with 
another. For instance, 11-1 receptor antagonist (11-1 RA) is defined in the specification 
[0024] as encompassing a human protein that acts as a natural inhibitor of interleukin-1, 
which is distinct from what is described at [0148], TNF binding proteins (soluble TNF 
receptor type I and soluble TNF receptor type II ("sTNFRs"), as defined herein), anti- 
TNF antibodies, granulocyte colony stimulating factor; thalidomide; BN 50730; tenidap; 
E 5531; tiapafant PCA4248; nimesulide; panavir; rolipram; RP 73401; peptide T; MDL 
201 ,449A; (1 R,3S)-Cis-1-[9-(2,6-diaminopurinyl)]-3-hydroxy- -4-cyclopentene 
hydrochloride; (1R,3R)-trans-1-[9-(2,6-diamino)purine]-3-a- cetoxycyclopentane; 
(1R,3R)-trans-1-[9-adenyl)-3-azidocyclopentane hydrochloride and (1R,3R)-trans-1-[6- 
hydroxy-purin-9-yl)-3-azidocyclopent- ane. The monoclonal antibody is a structurally 
distinct molecule from the polypeptides because it encompasses antibodies including 
IgG which comprises 2 heavy and 2 light chains containing constant and variable 
regions, and including framework regions which act as a scaffold for the 6 
complementarity determining regions that function to bind an epitope. Finally a soluble 
receptor is more limiting in scope than a "receptor antagonist" that encompasses all 
possible antagonist molecules: peptides or organic molecules, 
l-a. 11-1 RA 
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l-b. IMRtypell 

l-c. A monoclonal antibody to 11-1 

l-d. Soluble receptors or soluble receptors to 11-1 fused to an Fc 
immunoglobulin fragment
